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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

This  year  we  were  able  to  renew  the  physical  appearance 
of  the  library.  We've  been  brightened  up  considerably  by 
plastering,  painting,  and  new  lighting.  Aaron  Fisk  was 
hired  to  do  plastering  and  painting,  Sumner  Hall  donated 
fluorescent  fixtures,  while  we  couldn't  have  done  the  job 
at  all,  without  the  invaluable  help  of  Barbara  Johnson. 

There  are,  at  present,  over  6,000  books  in  our  library 
collection,  and,  little  by  little,  we're  catching  up  on  the 
cataloging".  Our  fiction  circulation  remains  almost  the 
same  as  last  year,  2,058  volumes,  but  the  non-fiction  is  up 
to  1,090.  Not  included  in  that  figure  are  400  magazines 
that  were  circulated,  103  records,  and  52  audio-visual  mat- 
erials. Our  book  borrowers  increased  to  103  adults  and  61 
juveniles.  We  were  able  to  borrow  from  the  Keene  Public 
Library,  464  books  and  313  audio-visual  materials,  which 
include  records,  slides,  etc.  The  amount  of  books  borrowed 
from  the  Bookmobile  has  been  greatly  increased,  too-  this 
vear  we  borrowed  2,068  books  ! 

Mrs.  Greenslet  has  borrowed  many  elementary  books 
to  use  at  the  school,  and  this  encourages  the  younger  child- 
ren to  read  and  to  make  use  of  the  library. 

There  have  been  added  to  our  shelves,  165  books.  Eighty 
of  these  were  new  purchases  and  the  rest  were  donations. 
Donors  include  the  following:  Stone  Bridge  Press,  Patricia 
Keating,  Deborah  King,  Karen  Johnson,  Mrs.  Ethel  Page, 
Lois  Hastings,  Ruth  Maine,  and  Eleanor  Towns.  A  lovely 
6  volume  set  of  "Nature  Encyclopedia"  was  donated  by 
Maise  and  Reginald  Mason,  Jim  and  Mildred  McHoul  gave 
as  a  Christmas  gift  to  the  library  tor  the  children  of  Gilsum 
a  fine  set  of  "Junior  Nature  Encyclopedia"  of  10  volumes. 
Merrylin  Johnson  donated  the  "Flag  Book  of  the  U.S."  in 
memory  of  Bernard  and  Pan  P.  DeRose,  and  the  Late 
J.  Edward  Bouvier  of  Swanzey,  gave  the  "American  1  [erit- 
age  I  Listory  <>i  the  L920's  and  30's".    Many  thanks  to  all. 

During  the  1970  Gilsum  Rock  Swap,  the  library  was 
kept  open  all  day,  both  days,  and  welcomed  many  visitors. 
\\  e  also  held  a  book  sale  at  the  same  time. 
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Our  thanks  go  to  Don  Libby  of  the  Gilsum  Village  Store, 
who  sells  for  us  at  the  store,  many  more  Gilsum  Mine 
Maps  than  we  could  possibly  sell  at  the  library. 

One  of  the  films  in  our  series  on  drug-  abuse,  was  shown 
in  December  at  the  Town  Hall  with  72  people  attending. 
It  was  very  well  received.  We're  grateful  to  the  members 
of  the  Keene  Police  Department  who  show  these  films  to 
many  towns  in  the  area,  on  their  own  time.  The  other  two 
films  in  the  series  are  scheduled  to  be  shown  in  1971. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  been  sponsoring  dance 
education  classes  at  the  Town  Hall  for  children  and  adults 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Merry lin  Johnson.  A  spring 
festival  of  dance  will  highlight  the  end  of  the  season. 

A  word  of  appreciation  for  our  very  conscientious 
trustees,  who  keep  working  to  find  new  ideas  to  make 
your  library  useful  and  interesting  to  all  of  you.

During  the  year  1970  the  Trustees  continued  the  policy 
of  making  available  to  Gilsum  residents  of  all  ages,  with- 
in budget  limitations,  publications  and  services  which  they 
could  not  readily  obtain  otherwise.

The  Library  participated  in  the  1970  Gilsum  Rock  Swap 
by  means  of  a  table  of  educational  material. 
The  Gilsum  Library  participated  in  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Library  at  Hill,  Xew  Hampshire  by  donation  of 
books  and  other  publications  which  could  be  spared.  The 
Hill  Library  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
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Available  Town  of  Gilsum  reports  for  the  years  1910 
through  1969  were  bound  during  the  year,  for  use  for 
reference  purposes. 

Statewide  Library  Cards  became  available  during  the 
year  and  wTere  adopted  by  the  Gilsum  Library. 

A  program  of  movies  intended  to  combat  improper  use 
of  drugs  was  presented  by  the  Library. 

Modernization  of  the  lighting  and  painting  of  the  inter- 
ior of  the  Library  were  put  into  effect  during  the  year. 

Meetings  of  the  Library  Trustees  are  scheduled  to  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  in  the  Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area, 
quiet  in  part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and 
favorable  weather  conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by 
debris  burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires 
would  drastically  change  this  picture  -  to  bring  about  this 
change  we  make  the  following  suggestions  : 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit 
to  burn  must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
This  permit  covers  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush  burning, 
such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  prior  to  9  :00 
A.M.  and  after  5:00  P.M.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  permissible  at 
any  time  under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the 
approval  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  written  permit 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with 
the  complete  cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision 
of  their  children,  keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children, 
this  action  will  help  to  prevent  fires  and  may  save  a  life, 
the  life  of  your  child.  Try  to  explain  this  to  your  child, 
won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  num- 
ber by  the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of 
matches  and  smoking  material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or 
or  by  a  hiker.
